LOYAt BAST TENNESSEE. 


We publish in another column the De- 
claration of Grievances, and the substance 
of the Resolutions adopted by the Green- 


vile Convention held in Eastern Tenn- 
esse, June 17th The Declaration pre- 
sents a most formidable indictment of the 
ttaitors, in the other sections of the State, 
charging them with tyranny, persecution 
and outrage, on the loyal men wise only 


offence:is adherence to the Union. It 
charges the insurgents with being guilty of 


‘treason and of mitiating civil war; with a 
design to abolish free institutions and es- 
“tablish monarchy; with destroying the 
“freedom of the press and of staiaing the 
‘Matute book with disgraceful repudiation 


of debta. It charges the secessionists with | 


involving the Southern States in a war 


‘whose success is hopeless and which must 


lead to inevitable ruin. 2 

_. This Bill of Grievances is destined to be- 
come historical and will be referred to in 
future, as damning testimony against the 
rebels, showing that they had neither just 
cause or provocation for the crimes they 
are committing against the peace of the 
people and integrity of the Nation.

hold comparatively few slaves, while the 
Fist of those States in which slaves 
abound, act with the traitors. So true is 
it that, wherever a man is kept in bondage 
his keeper will be found a traitor.

The holders of slaves believe that Repub- 
licam institutions are hostile to their sys- 
tem.

The State Board of Edueation continued 
their dession during Thursday. Hon. 8. W. 
} ously reélected President

dition of the Btate University has engaged the 
entire attention of the Board, during two days. 
I dave already stated what disposition had 
been made of the $65,000 appropriated by the 
When that appropriation 
was asked, it was supposed that the alnount 
would be sufficient to free the institution 
wholly from debt, but it now appears that 
there are stil! debts outstanding. to the amount 
of at least $30,000. This has been a matter of 
surprise and of much anxiety to the Board of 
Education. |
